1 . THE FOLLOWING ARE THE DAILY ACTIVITY REPORTS FROM THE 
BUREAUS. NEA, EB AND IO DID NOT SUBMIT REPORTS. 

AF - WILLIAM E. SCHAUFELE, JR. 

SENATOR INOUYE: BILL ROGERS, JOHN MURPHY OF AID AND I MET 
WITH SENATOR INOUYE TO DISCUSS TACTICS ON THE FY 1977 
ASSISTANCE BILL WHICH SENATOR ALLEN IS EXPECTED TO OPPOSE 
IN AN EFFORT TO ELIMINATE ASSISTANCE FOR SOUTHERN AFRICA. 

SENATOR CLARK: I MET WITH SENATOR CLARK THIS AFTERNOON 
TO DISCUSS SOUTHERN AFRICA. HE EXPRESSED GREAT CONCERN 
ABOUT THE POSSIBILITY THAT THE USG COULD GET ITSELF INTO 
A POSITION OF BEING PLACED ON THE WRONG SIDE OF THE SOUTH 
AFRICAN QUESTION. I REITERATED THAT THE MOST URGENT 
QUESTIONS WERE RHODESIA AND NAMIBIA WHICH REQUIRE A SOUTH 
AFRICAN CONTRIBUTION AND THAT, IF WE DID NOT APPROACH IT 
SECRET 
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THIS WAY, WE RISKED INCREASING VIOLENCE AND FOREIGN 
INTERVENTION. 

ACTION TAKEN ON CRITICAL ISSUES: NONE. 
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ARA - SHLAUDEMAN 

IMMIGRATION - BILL LUERS SPENT AN HOUR WITH CONGRESS- 
MAN EILBERG TO BRIEF HIM ON THE STATUS OF OUR TALKS WITH 
THE MEXICANS ON ILLEGAL MIGRATION. EILBERG ACTUALLY 
LISTENED. HE WANTS TO MOVE THE RODINO BILL FAST. BUT AD- 
MITS THAT RODINO HIMSELF IS BACKING AWAY FROM IT. EILBERG 
ASKED FOR MORE FREQUENT DISCUSSIONS WITH STATE ON THE 
ILLEGAL MIGRATION QUESTION. WE AGREED. EILBERG WAS QUITE 
NEGATIVE ON ANY NEW PAROLE PROGRAM FOR REFUGEES FROM 
ARGENTINA. BUT WE KNEW THAT ALREADY. 

CUBA - BOB MC CLOSKEY AND I TALKED TO MCGOVERN ABOUT 
HIS DAUGHTER'S DESIRE TO GO TO CUBA TO STUDY. WE TOLD HIM 
WE’D GIVE HIM A DECISION LATER ON. 

- A RICE EXPORTER FROM HOUSTON CAME IN WITH STAN 
ANDERSON ON TRYING TO GET IN ON THAT SUBSTANTIAL SEGMENT OF 
CUBA'S FOREIGN TRADE. 

- WE HEARD THAT KIRBY JONES HAS ANOTHER TRIP TO 

HAVANA SCHEDULED SOON SHEPHERDING BUSINESSMEN, INCLUDING 
A REPRESENTATIVE OF ENGELHARD MINERALS. 

- BEN READ GAVE ME AN ACCOUNT OF THE CFR GROUP'S 

VISIT. HIGH POINT OF WHICH WAS A LENGTHY CONVERSATION WITH 
CARLOS RAFAEL RODRIGUEZ. THERE WAS NOTHING PARTICULARLY 
NEW, BUT CARLOS RAFAEL DID VOLUNTEER THAT THE CUBANS 
WOULD BE HAPPY TO SUBMIT ALL THEIR "DATA" TO A NEW INVES- 
TIGATION OF THE KENNEDY ASSASSINATION IF RELATIONS WERE 
NORMALIZED.

NONE SENT TODAY. 
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EA - ARTHUR W. HUMMEL, JR. 

TESTIMONY BEFORE HOUSE SUBCOMMITTEES. I TESTIFIED THIS 
AFTERNOON BEFORE A JOINT HEARING OF THE HIRC INTERNATIONAL 
POLITICAL AND MILITARY AFFAIRS (FASCELL) AND INTERNATIONAL 
ORGANIZATIONS (FRASER) SUBCOMMITTEES, ACCOMPANIED BY MORT 
ABRAMOWITZ OF ISA. THE SESSION WENT REASONABLY WELL, WITH 
THE HALF-DOZEN MEMBERS WHO ATTENDED APPARENTLY INTERESTED 
PRIMARILY IN LEARNING DETAILS OF THE INCIDENT AND OF OUR 
RESPONSE TO IT. THERE WERE, FOR EXAMPLE, RATHER DETAILED 
QUESTIONS ABOUT COMMUNICATIONS BETWEEN THE TREE-PRUNING 
PARTY AND OUR NEAREST OBSERVATION POST, ABOUT POSSIBLE 
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NORTH KOREAN MOTIVATIONS IN ATTACKING THE PARTY, AND ABOUT 
THE UTILITY OR NON-UTILITY OF OUR INVOLVING THE UN ITSELF 
IN EFFORTS TO "PUNISH" THE NORTH KOREANS. (I REPLIED HERE 
THAT WE CONSIDERED IT MORE PROFITABLE TO TRY TO REDUCE THE 
LIKELIHOOD OF FURTHER SUCH INCIDENTS THROUGH UNC-DPRK 
NEGOTIATIONS THAT ARE NOW IN PROGRESS AND MENTIONED THAT 
THE NORTH KOREANS HAD ALREADY AGREED TO REMOVE THEIR POSTS 
FROM OUR PART OF THE JSA.) 

NON-MEMBER ELIZABETH HOLTZMAN WAS PERMITTED EARLY IN THE 
HEARING TO RAISE THE QUESTION OF THE ADMINISTRATION'S 
OBLIGATION UNDER THE WAR POWERS RESOLUTION TO REPORT TO 
CONGRESS ON "AUGMENTATION" OF U.S. FORCES. BOTH SHE AND 
FRASER STATED THEIR INTERPRETATION THAT THE ADMINISTRATION 
WAS REQUIRED TO REPORT OR IF NOT. THAT THE RESOLUTION IT- 
SELF WAS DEFECTIVE. 

PRC COMPUTER CASE. CONTROL DATA CALLED OSCAR ARMSTRONG TO 
SAY THAT THE CHINESE HAVE ASKED IT TO SEND SOMEONE TO 
PEKING IN MID-SEPTEMBER FOR FINAL TALKS ON THE SEISMIC 
COMPUTER CONTRACT. MCAULIFFE OF DOD/ISA CALLED ME BACK 
TODAY TO RESPOND TO QUERIES I HAD MADE REGARDING DOD 
POSITIONS ON SEVERAL POINTS.

EUR - ARTHUR A. HARTMAN 

SECRET 
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MY MEETING WITH ESENBEL. AMBASSADOR ESENBEL CAME 
IN TO SEE ME THIS MORNING (BEFORE WE RECEIVED WORD THAT 
THE SISMIKS NEW SAILING SCHEDULE INCLUDES DISPUTED 
AREAS AND INTERNATIONAL WATERS CLOSER TO THE GREEK MAIN- 
LAND THAN TO TURKEY). ESENBEL CONFIRMED THAT THE TURKS 
WERE PREPARED TO STAND BY THEIR PUBLIC POSITION AND 
PARTICIPATE IN DIRECT TALKS, BUT WERE SUSPICIOUS OF GREEK 
INTENTIONS SINCE THE GREEKS HAD NOT WITHDRAWN THEIR 
COMPLAINT TO THE ICJ. I URGED THAT THE TURKS TAKE THE 
INITIATIVE IN GETTING TALKS STARTED. 

IN RESPONSE TO HIS QUESTIONING, I TOLD ESENBEL THAT 
THERE IS A REAL PROBLEM IN SCHEDULING AN SFRC HEARING IN 
MID-SEPTEMBER ON THE TURKISH DCA BECAUSE OF OPPOSITION TO 
THE AGREEMENT AND THE CROWDED PRE- ADJOURNMENT SCHEDULE. 

I EMPHASIZED THE ADMINISTRATION IS VERY AWARE OF THE NEED 
TO SHOW PROGRESS ON THE DCA AND THAT WE WERE WORKING 
HARD TO PERSUADE THE SFRC TO HOLD EARLY HEARINGS. ESENBEL 
URGED US TO DO WHAT WE COULD SINCE NO ACTION ON THE DCA 
BEFORE ADJOURNMENT WOULD CREATE A VERY NEGATIVE REACTION 
IN TURKEY. 
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ROMANIAN WAIVER. ROMANIAN AMBASSADOR NICOLAE CAME 
BY TO TALK ABOUT PREPARATIONS FOR COMING CONGRESSIONAL 
HEARINGS ON THE WAIVER EXTENSION. HE HAD LITTLE NEW TO 
SAY. NICOLAE DID TELL US THAT 269 ROMANIANS DEPARTED 
IN AUGUST FOR ISRAEL, THE HIGHEST TOTAL SO FAR THIS 
YEAR. 

ACTION ITEMS ON CRITICAL ISSUES: NONE. 

H ROBERT J. MCCLOSKEY 

1 . RIBICOFF ANTI-BOYCOTT AMENDMENT TO TAX BILL. AFTER 
RECONSIDERATION OVERNIGHT, RIBICOFF DECIDED TO PRESS HIS 
ADVANTAGE AND GO FOR A VOTE IMMEDIATELY ON THE COMPROMISE 
LANGUAGE PROPOSED BY THE JOINT COMMITTEE STAFF ON 
TAXATION. IN THE CONFERENCE THIS MORNING THE PROPOSAL WAS 
APPROVED 4 - 3, WITH ROSTENKOWSKI, SCHNEEBELI AND 
CONABLE VOTING AGAINST AND ULLMAN, BURKE, LANDRUM AND 
VANIK SUPPORTING. THE COMPROMISE IS AN IMPROVEMENT OVER 
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THE ORIGINAL RIBICOFF LANGUAGE, BUT RETAINS SERIOUS 
PROBLEMS FOR US. HOWEVER, IT IS STILL ONLY IN OUTLINE 
FORM AND COULD BE REFINED FURTHER. SCHNEEBELI HAS ASKED 
US FOR A PAPER ANALYZING THE EFFECTS OF THIS LEGISLATION 
ON BOYCOTTS BY OTHERS THAN THE ARABS. DEPENDING ON WHAT 
WE COME UP WITH, THIS COULD BE USEFUL IN OBTAINING FURTHER 
REVISIONS IN THE COMPROMISE LANGUAGE. 

2. ANTI-BOYCOTT LEGISLATION - EXPORT ADMINISTRATION ACT. 

THE HIRC TODAY REPORTED OUT THE EXPORT ADMINISTRATION ACT 
CONTAINING TROUBLESOME ANTI-BOYCOTT AND NUCLEAR EXPORT 
CONTROL PROVISIONS. OTHER AMENDMENTS ADDED ON THE BILL 
TODAY WERE (A) A HAMILTON AMENDMENT TO PROHIBIT AID 
FINANCING FOR EXPORTS OF NUCLEAR POWER PLANTS. EQUIPMENT 
OR FUELS; (B) A FASCELL/FOUNTAIN AMENDMENT PROVIDING 
AUTHORITY FOR THE SECRETARY OF COMMERCE TO PERMIT FOREIGN 
COUNTRIES TO STORE AGRICULTURAL COMMODITIES IN THE U.S. 

FOR LATER EXPORT IF QUANTITATIVE RESTRICTIONS ARE 
IMPOSED (THIS IS DESIGNED TO AVOID A REPETITION OF THE 

CRISIS SITUATION WHICH AROSE WHEN WE EMBARGOED SOY BEANS 
AND TRAPPED A NUMBER OF JAPANESE PURCHASES). 

DEFEATED TODAY: FINDLEY AMENDMENT PROVIDING A CONCURRENT 
RESOLUTION VETO BY CONGRESS ON ANY FUTURE EXPORT CONTROL 
ON AGRICULTURAL COMMODITIES; DROPPED: A FRASER AMENDMENT 
REQUIRING A REPORT TO CONGRESS ON THE EDUCATION HERE OF 
FOREIGN NATIONALS IN NUCLEAR ENGINEERING AND RELATED 
FIELDS, BECAUSE OF POTENTIAL CHALLENGES TO HIRC JURIS- 
DICTION BY OTHER COMMITTEES. 

AN EFFORT BY CONGRESSMAN ANDERSON TO DELAY THE ENTIRE 
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EXPORT ADMINISTRATION ACT BY REQUESTING CO-REFERRAL TO 
THE JOINT COMMITTEE ON ATOMIC ENERGY WAS FOILED BY A 
COMPLEX PARLIAMENTARY GIMMICK OF TAKING THE ZABLOCKI 
NUCLEAR EXPORT PROVISIONS OUT OF THE ACT, THEN TACKING 
THEM ON AGAIN AT THE END AS AN AMENDMENT. THIS SHOULD 
EFFECTIVELY PREVENT CO-REFERRAL, BUT DOES MAKE THE 
ZABLOCKI AMENDMENT MORE VULNERABLE ON THE FLOOR. 

3. OTHER HIRC ACTIONS. THIS MORNING'S SESSION OF THE 

HIRC MARKUP PRODUCED ACTION ON SEVERAL PET RESOLUTIONS. 
SECRET 
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THE FOLLOWING WERE REPORTED: 

(A) A BUCHANAN CONCURRENT RESOLUTION EXPRESSING THE SENSE 
OF THE CONGRESS THAT SOVIET BAPTIST LEADER GEORGI VINS 
SHOULD BE RELEASED FROM PRISON IN THE USSR AND THAT HE 

AND OTHER RELIGIOUS BELIEVERS SHOULD BE ALLOWED TO WORSHIP 
FREELY. 

(B) A SENSE OF THE HOUSE RESOLUTION DISAPPROVING THE PLAN 
FOR AN INDEPENDENT TRANSKEI. 

(C) TWO RESOLUTIONS ON KOREA, ONE GIVING THE FRASER 
SUBCOMMITTEE SUBPOENA POWER TO INVESTIGATE THE KOREAN 
CIA AND THE OTHER CONDEMNING THE DMZ INCIDENT AND AT THE 
SAME TIME REGRETTING THE HEAVY SENTENCES IMPOSED BY SOUTH 
KOREA ON THE MYONDANG DEPENDENTS AND URGING THE ROKG 
TO REMIT THE SENTENCES. THE RESOLUTION IS OF PARTICULAR 
INTEREST AS IT HAD THE SUPPORT OF BOTH DON FRASER AND 
STRONG REPUBLICAN KOREA SUPPORTERS SUCH AS ED DERWINSKI. 
DERWINSKI HAS TOLD US HE FELT HE COULD NOT APPEAR TO 
OPPOSE ALL HUMAN RIGHTS LEGISLATION ON KOREA WHEN THERE 
WERE VIOLATIONS SUCH AS THESE. 

4. FASCELL/FRASER HEARINGS ON DMZ. ART HUMMEL AND MORT 
ABROMOWITZ FIELDED A RAFT OF QUESTIONS TODAY ON THE 
KOREAN DMZ INCIDENT DURING A JOINT HEARING OF DANTE 
FASCELL'S AND DON FRASER'S HIRC SUBCOMMITTEES. NONE 

OF THE CONGRESSMEN RAISED SERIOUS OBJECTIONS TO OUR 
ACTIONS DURING THE INCIDENT. BUT ALL INDICATED INTEREST 
IN DELVING DEEPER INTO WHETHER OR NOT THE WAR POWERS ACT 
SHOULD HAVE APPLIED TO THIS INCIDENT. FASCELL. IN 
PARTICULAR, SEEMED TO FEEL THAT OUR LAWYERS WERE OFF BASE 
IN THEIR JUDGMENT THAT THE ACT DOES NOT APPLY. 

5. TIN AGREEMENT. WITH LAST-MINUTE STIFFENING OF 
SUPPORTERS, WHICH HELPED GIVE SPARKMAN AND CASE PROXIES 
OF A MAJORITY OF SFRC MEMBERS, THE TIN AGREEMENT WAS 
ACCEPTED BY UNANIMOUS CONSENT YESTERDAY. HOWEVER, 
SYMINGTON CONTINUES TO OPPOSE THE AGREEMENT AND HAS BEEN 
GRANTED A HEARING FOR HIS "TIN EXPERT," FORMER ASSISTANT 
SECRETARY OF LABOR, GEORGE WEAVER, AT THE SEPTEMBER 7 
SFRC MEETING. THIS WILL NOT CHANGE THE VOTE. ALTHOUGH 

IT WILL DELAY FILING OF THE REPORT AND CONSEQUENTLY, 
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FLOOR CONSIDERATION.

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6. BRIEFING OF BLACK CAUCUS. ROGERS'BRIEFING OF THE 
CONGRESSIONAL BLACK CAUCUS WENT OFF WELL THIS MORNING. 
DIGGS DID PERSIST, HOWEVER, IN HIS URGING THAT YOU VISIT 
SOUTH AFRICA. CONGRESSWOMAN BURKE WANTED TO BE ASSURED 
THAT THERE WAS NO LEAKAGE THROUGH ISRAEL OF US MILITARY 
EQUIPMENT TO SOUTH AFRICA AND THAT YOU WERE NOT CON- 
TEMPLATING OFFERING RHODESIAN WHITES SPECIAL IMMIGRATION 
STATUS AS A BARGAINING TOOL. ROGERS ASSURED HER THAT 
THESE ARTICLES REPRESENTED PURE SPECULATION. 

7. CONGRESSIONAL BLACK CAUCUS PRESS CONFERENCE. DESPITE 
THE GOOD EFFORTS OF BILL ROGERS IN MEETING THIS MORNING 
WITH CHARLEY DIGGS. THE BLACK CAUCUS LATER TODAY ISSUED 
AN OUTRAGEOUS STATEMENT WHICH OPPOSED YOUR MEETING WITH 
VORSTER "UNLESS CERTAIN CONDITIONS ARE MET." WE ARE 
SENDING THE TEXT OF THE STATEMENT SEPARATELY. WE ARE 
ATTEMPTING TO SEE WHETHER OTHERS INTERESTED IN AFRICA 
WILL SAY SOMETHING IN SUPPORT. MEANWHILE, WE OUGHT TO 
CONSIDER A TOUGH STATEMENT OF OUR OWN OR SOME REMON- 
STRATION BY YOU PERSONALLY TO DIGGS.

PM - JAMES E. GOODBY, ACTING- 

CAN ADIAN/PAKISTAN NUCLEAR COOPERATION - THE CANADIAN EMBAS- 
SY COUNSELOR NUTTING CALLED TODAY TO BRING US UP TO DATE ON 
CANADIAN ACTIONS CONCERNING THE ACCIDENT AT KANUP AND CON- 
CERNING RESUMPTION OF NEGOTIATIONS WITH PAKISTAN ON FUTURE 
NUCLEAR COOPERATION. HE SAID THAT ON THE KANUP HEAVY 
WATER ACCIDENT, THE MINISTRY WAS RECOMMENDING TO MACEACHON 
THAT: THEY FURNISH NEEDED TECHNICAL ASSISTANCE TO PUT THE 
REACTOR IN WORKING CONDITION. AND THEY LOAN PAKISTAN THE 
HEAVY WATER (20 TONS) TO BRING THE KANUP REACTOR BACK ON 
LINE, BUT NOT THE FOUR TONS RESERVE THE PAKISTANIS HAVE 
REQUESTED. MACEACHON, WHO IS IN AUSTRALIA OR NEW ZEALAND, 

HAS NOT YET MADE A DECISION, ALTHOUGH APPARENTLY A CANADIAN 
TECHNICAL TEAM IS ON ITS WAY TO KARACHI. NUTTING ALSO SAID 
THEY HAVE AGAIN TOLD THE PAKISTANIS TO COME UP WITH A 
COUNTERPROPOSAL ON CONDITIONS FOR FUTURE CANADIAN/PAKISTANI 
NUCLEAR COOPERATION SOON; OTHERWISE, CANADA WILL HAVE TO 
TERMINATE ASSISTANCE. CANADIANS ARE NOW CONSIDERING GIVING 
PAKISTANIS A FIRM DATE IN THIS REGARD.
